GENERAL INFORMATION 


TO NEW AGENTS. 


We receive many letters from persons inex- 
perienced in this business, asking for ‘‘full infor- 
mation,” &c. It is impossible and unnecessary 
for a new beginner to understand all the little 
details of the business. He will soon find these 
out by experience. It is sufficient that he has a 
good general idea of what the business is, how to 
operate it, and about what profits he may reas- 
onably expect to make. We will endeavor to 
furnish this information in as few words as pos- 
sible : 


ist. The Business is making large Photographs, 
of the sizes and styles mentioned in this Catalogue, 
from all kinds of small pictures ; and in all cases 
the plain copies may be expected to be as good 
as the small pictures from which they are taken. 
Whenever improvements or alterations are desired 
in the enlarged copy, they should be ordered in 
India Ink or Water Colors. See description and 
prices in the following pages. 


2d. To operate in the business successfully, an 
Agent must provide himself with one or more 
samples. Some Agents prefer to take a variety 
of samples, and let their customers choose. 
Others make a specialty of one grade only, and 
are nearly always very successful. For those 
who prefer one grade only, our ‘‘Photo Calli- 
graph Picture” (see page 8) offers great induce- 
ments, especially to new Agents. They are 
always nice and sure to please, and are very 
cheap. Any inexperienced Agent can go right 
ahead and take orders for them. Either size can 
be chosen, and one good sample is all that will 
be needed ; or if you wish to show different sub- 
jects, two or more samples may be used. See 
pages 14 and 15. 


3d. An Agent’s profits will of course depend 
on the number of orders he takes. From two 
to six orders for copies with frames per day, is 
a fair average. Some have taken as many as 
twenty or thirty ; but this is not to be expected.

On each picture we put a fine, double embossed 


mat,

good pictures are suitable for copying in this 
way. We make only one size, viz : 

8x10, price $2.00 each. 

These pictures are on metal plates, and are 
similar to those shown as Chromotypes, Photo- 
Chromes, Silver-Types, &c. We prefer to call 
them by their proper name, and sell them ata 
reasonable price, 

They are just as good as though we gave them 
a high sounding name, and charged double price 


for them.

into as many packages as you wish, 
and collect on each package for 
amount contained. 


Whenever we divide the goods 
into two or more packages, or when- 
ever the whole amount is less than 
$10, we add charges for returning 
the money; in all other cases we 
will pay return charges.
